Of .course they wanted to be well fixed 
at the national capital, while there in the 
name of the Empire State of the South. 
They will be among dozens of representa- 
tives from other states, who will all vie 
with each other in the matter of making 
a good appearance in the parade and what 
would the people at the inauguration think 
to see Georgia at full gallop down the ave- 
nue aback of cheap horses or maybe mules? 

Major West was especially interested in 
the matter of getting good horses for the 
men to ride in the parade and has succeeded 
beyond his expectations. He has. engaged 
about twenty or twenty-five fine horses 
for the governor and his staff to ride in the 
procession. 

He has contracted for a dashing gray for 
Colonel John Milledge to ride. Colonel Mil- 
ledge is the chosen one to bear the colors 
of the state on that occasion, and, being 
one of the best horsemen among the govern- 
or's staff, it was desired that he be given 
one of the finest horses that could be found 
in Washington.
